Geneva, ThB use of nuclear 
weapons will Inevitably lead to 
a tola) thermonuclear war. This 
la Iho conclusion made by the 
authors of Die report, "Tho 
Consequences of Nuclear War 
for tho Health of the Popula- 
tion and Health Services", 
which an International commit- 
tees of medical and health ex- 
perts presented lo Ihe delega- 
tes of the World Health As- 
sembly now In session. 

Nearly half tho population of 
Ihe globe would suffer from nu- 
clear war, Die authors stale. 

They point out the extreme 
difficulties Involved in giving 
medical aid to tho victims ol 
nuclear weapons, as the hospi- 
tals and oilier medical estab- 
lishments will be In ruins, some 
medical personnel will dio, and 
the stores ol medicines will be 
destroyed. 

The International medical and 
health experts committee exa- 


mines tn detail such consequ- 
ences of nuclear war as cancer, 
the geneUc consequences of 
exposure to radioactivity, out- 
breaks of epidemics, the sharp 
deterioration In sanitation and 
hygiene conditions caused by 
tho destrucUon of bouses and 
plumbing, and olher aftermath 
effects. 

A total nuclear war will set 
off catastrophic and irreversib- 
le disruptions In the climate 
and soil, whlla huge areas will 
be turned Into arid deserts. 

Irreparable damage will be 
Inflicted on the flora and fauna. 

The document also points out 
Uiat at present, huge sums of 
money are being spent on Ihe 
arms race, having a highly ad- 
verse effect on the world econ- 
omy, as it prevents solution of 
a number of acute socio-eco- 
nomic problems facing the mo- 
dern world.

SUPER LONG-DISTANCE 
TRANSMISSION OF ENERGY 


Soviet specialists have per- 
formed a Inal transmission of, 
electricity through a superhlgh- 
tension direct current line of 
1,500 kilovolts. At o proving 
range near Leningrad they 
checked oul systems that will 
be used in Ihe world's biggest 
"energy bridge", 2,400 kilomet- 
res long. 

The line will link a number 


of thermal power stations ha- 
ving a total capacity of 6-8 mil- 
lion kilowatts lhat are being 
built at the Eklbasluz coal de- 
posit (Central Kazakhstan) with 
the Industrial centres In the Eu- 
ropean part of ihe country. The 
Increase In voltage will sharply 
reduce energy losses and tha 
expenditure of materials and 
metal on the construction of 


communications, as well as tha 
total area of arable land that 
will be taken up by the trans- 
mission line. 

The EkibaBtuz-Centre line win 
form part of the single energy 
system of the USSR that Is now 
being created. Besides direct 
current superb! gh-vollage lines, 
work is already under way 
In the country to build the 
first alternating current trans- 
continental line of 1,150 kilo- 
volts to link Siberian power sta- 
tions with industry In tha 
Urals.

WHERE DOES 

THE TSUNAMI WAVE GO? 

Alarms lo worn of apjitoncli- 
Ing tsunami wavcb Itnvo Laconia 
more and nn>rc rare on the 
Pacific coast. Although no 
method has yet been found to 
control the process which cause 
tills ominous wave, physicists 
have already learnt to make 
exact calculations as to lhe di- 
rection of Its movement nnd lo 
predict Its behaviour on shore. 

Tsunami waves are caused l>y 
the same phenomenon as a seis- 
mic wave which Is produced 
much faster. It Is this si-lsinlc 
wavo lhat "sounds" tha alarm. 

In tha past, Soviet scientists 
produced a mathcmailidl ni'.H|i.-l 
for I ho coastward movement of 
tho tsunami wave Irom lhe pnhil 
where It appears. Hits helps 
establish which parts of the 
shore are uudi-r ihtcal. How- 
ever, this cannot help solve 
lhe main question about lhe tsu- 
nami waves U-IiqvIoui on sliMro.

Bessmertnova bas a varied repertoire, extend- 
ing to both classical and modern ballet. Her 
dancing Is lull of Improvisation: 'she hat Ihe 
•Witty to create one inimitable Image after an- 
other on the stage, apparently without any ef- 
fort. 


There Is a magical qualtly to Bessmertnova's 
dancing as seen from the auditorium and (t u 
only at rehearsals that one Is made awars ol 
just how much hard work goes Into the creation 
ol this effect. At rehearsals we see her In quick 
succession! as tho coquettish Princess Shlrln, 
from Arif MellkoVs ballet, ‘legend ol love 1 '— 
her hunds and even her Ungers are so expressive 
and her poses so refined that one Is Immediately 
reminded of an elegant eastern statiiotte; as Phry- 
gia, from Aram Khnchoturyan's hallet, "Spar- 
tac us"— proud, devotedly affectionate, a woman 
of genuine suffering; and as Masha, from Tchai- 
kovsky's ballet, 'The Nutcracker 1 '— an ethereal, 
delicate character aspiring to goodness, light and 
happiness, Bessmertnova's Masha gets closer to 
the Hoffman prototype than do Ihe Mashas as 
danced by other baltortnaa. Bessmertnova'a great 
ability to embody whatever role she Is dancing 
and her superb dancing technique enablo her lo 
create, and the audience to perceive, Images 
which, apart from being utterly different, art 
also all masterpieces. 

One longs lo bo able to arrest the dancert 
movements across the stage, to engrave her 
poses forever on one's mind, Tho secret ol this 
longing to “arrest Ihe moment" lies la the bal- 
lerina's extraordinary plasticity.
